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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 
3, 2008 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The limitations "at least 1 inch" and "at least 
1 .3 inches" are deemed to be new matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-2, 6-7, 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claim 1 , lines 3-4 and claim 6, lines 3-4: the limitation "a tapered bore at the 
proximal end, the tapered bore being widest at the proximal end" renders the claim 
vague and indefinite since it is unclear what structural relationship is being claimed by 
the Applicants. It appears that the tapered bore is inside the first component and 
extends from the proximal end and terminates at the distal articulating surface. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by White etal. (US 5,725,592). 

White et al. disclose an implant system including: a femoral head or first 
implantable component 1 12 or distal femoral component; a second implantable 
component 120 or tapered metaphyseal component, the metaphyseal component 
having a second tapered bore; and an adapter 110 having two tapered posts 1 1 1 and 
113, each post being most narrow at its distal end wherein the tapered bore of the 
second component differs from the tapered bore of the first component in at least one 
different characteristic. It is noted that the tapered bore of the second component has a 
tapered bore with one step (Figs. 1 and 2, col. 6, lines 16-67, col. 7, col. 8, lines 1-27 
and lines 58-67 and col. 9, lines 1-7) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over White et al. (US 5,725,592). 

White et al. disclose all elements of the claimed invention except for a specific 
reference to the dimensions of the tapered bores. 

The only difference between the prior art and the claims of the instant application 
is the recitation of relative dimensions of the claimed device. Since a device having the 
claimed relative dimensions would not perform differently than the prior art device, the 
claimed device is not patentably distinct from the prior art device (See Gardner v. TEC 
Systems, Inc., 725 F. 2d 1338, 220 USPQ 777 (Fed. Cir. 1984), cert, denied, 469 U.S. 
830, 225 USPQ 232(1984). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
